The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on 
Thu. 18° June 7.30 pm in the Committee Room at the Village 
Hall. 


Co-option of two Parish Councillors - At the meeting 
held on 11th June Mrs. D. Palmer and Mrs. J. Prandy were 
co-opted onto the Parish Council. Seven candidates had ap- 
plied for these positions. 

Play equipment - The Parish Council agreed to continue 
their upgrading of the individual items of equipment located 
around the Village. 

Alternative siting of benches - The Councillors are look- 
ing to resite the benches outside the play area on the Village 
Green. They felt that youths gathering there to play football 
were causing a hazard to young children playing in the play 
area. 

Sub-committee Structure - The Chairman is re-introduc- 
ing sub-committees into the Parish Council structure. This 
will cover Planning and Environment. 

Feasibility Study: Village Hall - The consultants are pro- 
ceeding with this work and will be reporting back to the next 
Parish Council meeting. 

Resignation of Clerk - The Clerk tendered her resigna- 
tion , giving 3 months notice. Anyone interested in the posi- 
tion should contact the Clerk. All applications will need to be 
returned by 8® July. 

Tesco - PC 1187, R. Newman, and the Clerk had met with 
a Tesco Public Relations representative who is trying to re- 
solve the situation regarding provision of a ‘football area’ for 
youths near Tescos. 

Dumping of Garden refuse - The grass cutting contrac- 
tor has cleared a vast amount of dumped garden refuse from 
public areas around the Village. This costs us all a lot of money, 
thus limiting spending on other items. The Parish Council wish 
to remind residents that it is a fineable offence to dump any 
refuse on public land and they would ask that all residents 
join together in trying to find out who the culprits are. It is 
only a few residents who are making our Village look untidy.

We have been serving you for twenty years now and 
have enjoyed being part of the community. We have held 
numerous customer panels to find out what you think 
about our store and how we can improve the service we 
give. 

As many of you know, we have for some years been 
exploring options for improving the Bar Hill centre by 
increasing shopping facilities and services and enhanc- 
ing the general environment. This has taken longer than 
we would have liked, but we are now in a position to 
move forward. 

As part of our commitment to offer you the best, we 
have started building a new petrol filling station. This is 
the first phase of our future investment in your Village 
and will bring the very latest in terms of service and tech- 
nology. Work began on the site early in May and we 
anticipate it will take about 14 weeks. 

To ensure we have ample parking spaces, we will pro- 
vide a temporary car park on the former ‘Domino’ site. 
In order to gain access to this site we will be moving the 
trees which form part of the boundary. These will be 
replaced as part of our future landscaping strategy for 
the site. 

To ensure a smooth transition while the development 
takes place, we have moved the recycling centre, tem- 
porarily, next to the former Garden Centre. This area 
will be tidied up until further work takes place. 

We have been approached by the Parish Council in 
the past about providing a ‘kick-about’ area in one of 
the disused buildings. We did look into this in some de- 
tail, but because of Health and Safety issues we were 
not able to pursue it. We are, however, still looking at 
the possibility of providing a temporary ‘kick-around’ 
area if it is at all possible. 

We are reviewing and improving on our proposals 
and hope to submit an application in July to continue 
with our commitment and investment in the Village. We 
will mount a special exhibition to tell you about this in 
more detail. In the meantime we will provide regular 
updates through the BHN.

Policing in Bar Hill 

Dear All, 

A lookback at the crimes committed since the begin- 
ning of May shows two main themes:- 

1. Theft from motor vehicles. 

2. Burglary from sheds and garages. 

The majority of these incidents are occurring over- 
night, with powertools being a favorite. If you are un- 
able to put additional locks or alarms on your car, van or 
garage (backing your vehicle right up to the garage door 
often helps), then do consider marking your valuables. 
Engraving pens and permanent markers are cheap and 
give us achance of identifying and returning stolen prop- 
erty. No one particular area of the Village has been tar-

Little Acorns is a privately run pre- Ve & 
school for children aged 3 and 4 years. i ‘a 
Sessions are held daily in the meetings 
room or on Mondays in the Studio at the 
School. We have three members of staff at each session 
and we provide a caring, sociable and educational envi- 
ronment in which all children are treated as valuable in- 
dividuals. 

A typical session would take the following form: 

- Children arrive and choose a free activity eg. play- 
dough, water-play, weighing and measuring, sorting, con- 
struction, role-play and creative activities. 

- Circle time. All the children gather on the carpet for 
a discussion time, including days of the week, the topic 
and a chance for each child to show and discuss the trea- 
sure they have brought to the session. 

- Snacks and drinks 

- Singing/music & movement 

- Structured activities - The children divide into three 
groups. One group does worksheets, one group do name 
writing and the other group participate in making some- 
thing related to the topic. The groups rotate until they 
have participated in each activity. 

- outside play 

- music / parachute play / story 

- home time 

Children take home worksheets or story books to 
share at home with the rest of the family. We have a 
policy whereby Sally and Deb can be contacted by par- 
ents out of session times to discuss anything which may 
arise. We also organise several parent consultation eve- 
nings throughout the year so that parents can be kept 
informed of their child’s progress and ask any questions 
they may have. 

In the term after their 4th birthdays children are en- 
titled to up to 5 free sessions per week under the Nurs- 
ery Grant Scheme. If you would like information about 
the scheme or would like to make an appointment for a 
visit, we would love to meet you and your child; please 
contact us.

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Community Mediation Service 


The Cambridge Mediation Service is five years old! 
Here are some of the highlights from those years:- 


April ‘93 - CMS takes on its first neighbour dis- 
pute case. By the following autumn we had taken on 


more than 100 cases. Between 1995 and 1997 our 
caseload increased by 20% within Cambridge City, 50% 
in South and East Cambridgeshire and 100% within 
Huntingdon. 

1993 - Our first mediators were trained. Since then 
two further groups have received our basic training from 
Carey Haslem, Chair of Mediation UK. We currently have 
around 30 trained and experienced mediators, all mem- 
bers of the local community, working as volunteers. 


During 1995 CMS members received training on 
the needs of the elderly from the Elder mediation 
Project. 25% of our case load involves people over 65. 
Last month the Service received funding to work spe- 
cifically on improving our service to older members of 
the community. 


September 1996 - We were able to employ a part- 


time administrator/development officer (for the first 
3% years the Service was run by volunteers). Our office 


is now staffed for longer hours and able to provide a 
more consistent service. 

1996/7 - Our caseload increased by 23% while the 
number of face-to-face mediation sessions offered was 
treble the the number held in ‘93/4. 


We have seen changes over the years in the causes 
of disputes. Noise is decreasing as a cause whilst diffi- 


culties over boundaries, children, harrassment and threats 
are on the rise. 

We have taken part in numerous publicity initia- 
tives - to help spread the word about mediation. These 
have ranged from an Anglia TV programme on ‘noisy 
neighbours’ to appearances by mediators on Radio Cam- 
bridgeshire and features in the Cambridge Evening News. 

AGMs - So far we have had five AGMs with the 
most memorable of our inspirational speakers being 
Brendan McAllister of the Mediation Network for North- 
ern Ireland. 


The service we offer to local people involved in dis- 
putes is confidential, independent and free. We take cases 
from anyone living in the county within a half-hour trav- 
elling radius of Cambridge city centre and occasionally 
outside this area. There is normally a trained mediator in 
the CMS office to take calls 20 hours a week. At other 
times an answering machine takes messages. We get 
back to callers promptly. 

Registered Charity No. 1014545 
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Welcome Home From Hospital 

This hospital discharge scheme, managed by Care Net- 
work with joint Health and Social Services funding, is 
currently seeking volunteers. 


All out of pocket expenses (including a car mileage 
rate) are paid and volunteers receive training. Patients 
are assessed according to their individual needs, but it is 
people living alone and with no immediate care avail- 
able on discharge who benefit most from the service. 
Volunteers can provide help and company for patients 
who may have a Social Services package of care as well 
as those with no such package. This scheme can last up 
to two weeks from discharge with a maximum of 7 vis- 
its. 

The success of the scheme depends solely on the vol- 
unteers who give their valuable time. Last year’s re- 
cruitment drive through the pages of the parish maga- 
zines was instrumental in enabling the scheme to begin 
its work. 

If you can spare any time to help someone adjust to 
life back home from hospital, PLEASE contact the co- 
ordinator at the address or ‘phone number below. No 
particular skills are needed, just a caring nature and com- 
mon sense! The duties will be very simple, such as mak- 
ing a hot drink or light meal, warming the house, per- 
haps a bit of shopping - really just making sure the per- 
son is all right and has what they need, usually only tak- 
ing up an hour of your time each visit. 


Enquiries are welcome from volunteers with or with- 
out their own transport.
